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Michael McLaughlin Now 
Is Acting City Manager

Assistant City Manager Michael McLaughlin officially 
assumed the duties of Acting City Manager of Greenbelt 
on May 15. Two days earlier, he had to pinch-hit for City 
Manager James K. Giese at the city council meeting. Giese, 
retiring after 29 years of service to the city, had been called 
out of town bcause of his father’s illness. 


McLaughlin is among the can¬ 
didates being considered for the 
city manager slot Council is ex¬ 
pected to make a decis m in 
early June. 

When McLaughlin arrived on 
the Greenbelt scene as admini¬ 
strative assistant to Giese in Oc¬ 
tober 1979, the Greenbelt East 
development boom was in rts in¬ 
fancy and negotiations for the 
city to annex the Greenway Cen¬ 
ter and Maryland Trade Center 
Park tracts were underway. At 
the time, the 25 year old political 
science graduate of St- Joseph's 
College in Philadelphia was con¬ 
tinuing his studies at George 
Washington University where he 
later received his master's de¬ 
gree in Public Administration. 
Previously, McLaughlin served as 
an intern for the City of Rock¬ 
ville. 

In 1986 McLaughlin became 
the Assisant City Manager. He 
oversaw the computerization of 
the city's operations, a process 
that led to his being dubbed the 
city's top computer management 
specialist. During the initial se¬ 
lection period. Greenbelt combin¬ 
ed with College Park and Fowie 


to purchase the equipment, an ac¬ 
tion that received recognition 
from the Maryland Municipal 
League. The joint efforts result¬ 
ed in cost savings for the three 
municipalities. 

During the current budget pro¬ 
cess, McLaughlin was responsi¬ 
ble for the general fund budget 
and for making necessary idjust- 
ments to reduce the budget by 
one million dollars. 

In charge of the Municipal 
Building renovations, McLaugh¬ 
lin also supervises the city's ca¬ 
ble television and Greenbelt Con¬ 
nection operations. 

McLaughlin’s first residence in 
the city was in the Greenbriar 
Condominium Apartment devel¬ 
opment. After their marriage in 
1982, he and his wife Leslie 
moved to Windsor Green. Over 
the years their family grew by 
three — Matthew, eight years, 
Andrew, four years and Julia, 
nine months. Active in commun¬ 
ity affairs, McLaughlin coaches 
T-Ball, and Leslie McLaughlin 
is on the Greenbelt Nursery 
School and Kindergarten board 
of directors.

Greenbelt police will get the five percent match from 
the city on their deferred compensation that they demanded 
at the budget work session of the city council on Monday, 
May 20. The benefit will cost taxpayers about $45,000 
a year and will add another one cent to the tax rate 
increase for fiscal 1992. There was standing room onlv 
in the council chambers as more than 85 members and 
supporters of Greenbelt’s Fraternal Order of Police Lodge 
32 packed the room. Council is expected to incorporate the

pension programs, getting out 
early should reduce the pension. 
Also, those who retire early 
would have a greater opportun¬ 
ity fcr a second^ career and. per¬ 
haps. a second pension. 

While there was no open ran¬ 
cor at the meeting, each side 
charged the other with cooking 
their figures. A late set of num¬ 
bers from City Manager James 
K. Giese, produced for the meet¬ 
ing, showed the difference be¬ 
tween the new 25 year Municipal 
Corporation Law Enforcement 
Officers (MCLEO) Pension Plan 
and the city's Pension Plan, With 
no match for deferred compen¬ 
sation, the MCLEO plan would 
give a police Officer 86 percent 
of the benefits that would accrue 
after 25 years under the Pension 
Plan plus a five percent match- 
The gap would widen to 82 per¬ 
cent at the end of 30 years. 
Earlier information had claimed 
the MCLEO plan to be superior- 
FOP-produced figures had mis¬ 
takenly shown that the Pension 
Plan was vastly superior to MC¬ 
LEO. 

Compromise, Rejected 

Acknowledging that the specif¬ 
ics of the new MCLEO plan and 
its costs to the city had never 
been made clear and the need to 
make the two plans equitable 
for all city employees. Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld offered a three 
percent match as a compromise 
between the two sides- He had 
no takers. The three percent 
match would have come within 
a whisper of closing the gap. 
He expressed concern that giving 
police the full five percent match 
would put other city employees 
at a disadvantage and would not 
be fair- 

Weidenfeld reviewed the spe¬ 
cial benefits the city has already 
purchased for its police depart¬ 
ment over the past years — a 
new $2,000,000 state-of-the-art 
police station, second to no mu-

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City Council to Adopt Budget 
May 29; Raise Tax Rate 3c

On Wednesday, May 29, the Greenbelt City Council 
will meet to approve amendments to the fiscal year 1991-92 
budget which was tentatively approved in May of last year. 
The council is expected to raise the tax rate by three cents 
to $1.33 per $100 of assessed property.

Expenditures 

There were only a handful of 
changes to be made. Council au¬ 
thorized matching deferred com¬ 
pensation of up to five percent of 
salary for police officers under 
the new 25-year retirement plan, 
at a cost of $45,100. City em¬ 
ployees who participate in the 
Pension Plan already receive the 
match. (See separate story) 

One new police officer position 
was authorized. Greenbelt has 
been invited to participate in a 
Narcotics Task Force focussing 
on Greenbelt, Hyattsville and 
the University of Maryland. The 
city would contribute one officer 
on a full-time basis at a cost of 
$41,000- Council Member An¬ 
toinette Bram, who did not sup¬ 
port the position, asked Chief 
of Police James Craze to keep a 
finger on the value of the Task 
Force to Greenbelt and call the 
officer back if it wasn't working. 

Taking some of the edge off 
those large additions to a tight 
budget, the estimated cost of the 
nine replacement vehicles for 
the police department was too 
high. Cars will cost $12,025 in¬ 
stead of $14,900. In addition, two 
cars, rather than one, will be 
purchased with confiscated drug 
money. The savings is $34,200- 

Acting director of Public 
Works Ken Hall will probably 
get his machine to make high¬ 
way signs- Staff expects to make 
the purchase order under this 
year's budget. 

Council will restore the full 
one cent tax rate for the purch¬ 
ase of new equipment for the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment and Rescue Squad, a 
pratice begun last year. The ad¬ 
ded cost is $5,300- 

No changes were made con¬ 


cerning the cost of refuse col¬ 
lection. While early figures sup¬ 
port a 15 percent reduction in 
solid waste due to recycling, the 
county is expected to raise its 
landfill fees by 12 percent. 

Council approved additional 
monies for marketing the new 
indoor swimming pool, $8,300, 
but declined to approve an in¬ 
creased grade and salary for the 
position of aquatics supervisor- 
Council did agree to give time 
for a review and possible reclas¬ 
sification later in the year. 

Bram balked at picking up 
whatever monies the county and 
state may drop in the next few 
years. While eager to restore lost 
bus outings for the Golden Age 
Club, she felt council should put 
the county and state and the sen¬ 
ior citizens, on notice, it wouldn't 
always happen. 

Health Insurance cost for em¬ 
ployees will be $10,000 more than 
estimated. Council deferred for 
a year, a Greenbelt Museum pro¬ 
ject to renovate the garage into 
offijce space, for a savings of 
$5,000. 

Revenues 

Two revisions in state funds 
provided to Greenbelt almost 
cancel each other. Highway 
user fees are now expected to be 
$18,800 above the earlier esti- 
mat. The state grant for the 
Youth Service Bureau, Greenbelt 
CARES, will be $21,600 less than 
expected. The County landfill re¬ 
bate will be $15,400 higher than 
prior estimates. 

The changes made would re¬ 
quire more than a one-cent tax 
increase over the two cent in¬ 
crease already planned. Council 
asked Acting City Manager Mi¬ 
chael P- McLaughlin to ‘find” 
the extra dollars.

nicipal police facility in Mary¬ 
land; restructured salary sched¬ 
ule to make salaries more com¬ 
petitive within the county; take- 
home police cars for almost ev¬ 
ery police officer; and the 25- 
year retirement plan which most 
municipal police departments do 
not have. Council has worked 
hard to develop a good relation¬ 
ship with police and a positive 
environment for them, he said- 

Bram 

Expressing surprise and dis¬ 
pleasure, Council Member An¬ 
toinette M- Bram said ‘‘I don’t 
appreciate things happening that 
haven't been discussed" first be¬ 
tween council and staff. She had 
asked staff to prepare some in¬ 
formation for the meeting. It 
had not been done, she charged. 
Bram then gave her support to 
the full five percent match, in 
order, she said, “to avoid poli¬ 
tics." 


FOP 

FOP spokesman Pat McAn- 
drew told council the new MC- 
LEO plan, designed to be a ben¬ 
efit, had turned out instead to be 
a financial disadvantage for those 
who chose the new plan. The per¬ 
centages, he said, show a “big 
gap between 25 years (under 
MCLEO) and 30 years" under 
the Pension Plan- “You can put 
in any numbers you want." 

He recalled for council the 
reasons for shortening the num¬ 
ber of years a police officer must 
work before retiring — danger, 
stress and reduced life-expect¬ 
ancy. He charged city officials 
with being unresponsive to the 
FOP's concerns over this and 
other issues during the past year. 
The FOP was forced, he said, to 
go to the public through adver¬ 
tisements in the News Review 
and letters to the business com¬ 
munity, The FOP demanded that 
a decision be made “tonight," he 
said- Police officers must decide 
before June 30, 1991 whether to 
transfer to MCLEO or stay with 
the city's Pension Plan and coun¬ 
cil must decide whether to fund 
the cost of the five percent 
match in the budget. 

“Show the community tonight 
that you support your police,” 
he told council. 

Community Support 
Alan Berger, owner of 
Springhill Lake Pharmacy, ask¬ 
ed council to “do the right 
thing" and support their police* 
A1 Herling urged a more open 
response to police demands for 
collective bargaining. To compare 
police work with that of other 
city employees is like comparing 
apple and oranges. “Here, we 
have to take care of our own. 
We have a tremendous invest¬ 
ment in each of these officers. 

Sara Bomberg brought all nine 
of her SHL Good Neighbors com¬ 
mittee in support of the police. 
What do you pay them for haz¬ 
ardous duty? she asked council* 
Several wives and mothers of 
police officers spoke in support 
of the benefit. “I support them 
with all my heart," said Beverly 
Lynch of Glen Oaks- 
“Major Mom" O'Hagan, moth¬ 
er of three police officers and 
mother-in-law of four, said, 
“There is so much stress in our 
family, my life expectancy is cut 
short." 

Poll Requested 

Chris Field, FOP president, 
asked for a poll of council. First 
Councilmember Ed Putens and 
then Weidenfeld joined White 
and Bram in support of the five 
percent match- Councilmember 
Joseph Isaacs was not present. 
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GHI Members Reelect Incumbents, 
Table Easement lor Further Study

The advantage of incum¬ 
bency was demonstrated at 
the annual election of Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. (GHI). The 
five boai'd members up for 
election all were reelected - 
Margaret Hogensen, Wayne 
Williams, Ray McCawley, 
Betty Deitch and Alan 
Freas. Previous service also 
helped two of the three can¬ 
didates running for election 
to the Audit Committee. Ed 
James, an incumbent, was 
elected as was a former 
board member Virginia Mor- 
yadas. Craig Tooley’s elec¬ 
tion to this committee provi¬ 
ded the only new name for 
GHI politics. 

Elected uncontested to the 
X&E (Nominations and Election) 
Committee were Marsha Barrett, 
Kenneth Barnes. Diana Liebscher, 
Robert Mongelli and Susan Walk¬ 
er. All of those elected were in¬ 
cumbents. except Marsha Bar- 
rttfc 

Voting on May 15 and 16 pro¬ 
duced a surprising total of 314 
members voting, almost 20 % of 
CHI's approximately 1,600 mem¬ 
bers- This number was up sharp¬ 
ly from the 189 voters in 1989 
and 98 voters in 1990. but far be¬ 
low the 642 members that voted 
in 1981- Member concern for 
GHI's forest tracts may have ac¬ 
counted for part of the upturn. 
Certainly it was not the savings 
bonds given as door prizes, the 
face amounts of which were ex¬ 
actly half those of the previous 
year's prizes- 

Ray McCawley. vice president 
of the board, chaired the meet¬ 
ing- on the evening of May 15. 
because President Wayne Wil¬ 
liams was unable to attend. 

Environment Easement 

New business on the agenda 
brought forth the issue of the 
evening — the proposed trans¬ 
fer of CHI's 82-5 forested acres 
to an environmental easement 
to keep this woodland in its na¬ 
tural state. Presently this forest 
is under a forest management 
agreement with the state of 
Maryland. Robert Rashkin and 
Rodney Roberts, proponents of 
the transfer were well prepared 
with maps and facts. Opponents 
mostly raised questions. What 
will happen to taxes after the 


15-year grace period? What are 
the differences between the for¬ 
est management plan and the 
easement? What happens if G- 
HPs lenders object? 

As set forth in the fact sheet 
distributed to members as they 
entered the meeting, the propos¬ 
ed environmental easement 
woud permanently protect the 
forest while still maintaining 
the present trail system. The 
fact sheet also stated that the 
proposed easement would provide 
a better tax advantage than the 
the current agreement and at

the same time set a precedent 
for the city to reserve its pro¬ 
perty in the green belt. 

In defense of the proposed 
transfer, Roberts became down¬ 
right sentimental about trees, 
saying that they should not be 
treated like a commodity but 
that the green belt should be a 
haven where trees could live out 
their lives like humans do- 
Roberts made a motion that 
GHI would grant an environmen¬ 
tal easement on the 82-5 acres, 
subject to the approval of cur¬ 
rent GHI creditors.

Police Budget Adds Officer 
For Narcotics Task Force 

by Elaine Skolnik 

The Greenbelt City Council at its May 20 budget work- 
session agreed to add one police officer to the Police Depart¬ 
ment’s budget. The action came after Police Chief James 
Craze informed council of a req/est from the Maryland 
State Police for Greenbelt's participation in a proposed 
Narcotics Task Force. 


The Task Force will include 
police department representativ¬ 
es from Hyattsville and the Un¬ 
iversity of Maryland, as well as 
representatives from the Prince 


Georges County States Attorney's 
Office- Participating would re¬ 
quire that Craze release an of¬ 
ficer for service on the Task 
Force- 


In a memo, Craze told the city 
council that he was “rescinding 
his objection to one officer for 
drug investigations and would 
welcome consideration for an ad¬ 
ditional person." 

Budgeting constraints over the 
past year have prevented the 
police department from establish¬ 
ing a three-member Narcotics 
Task Force. Craze had expressed 
his concern during a recent bud¬ 
get worksession on public safe¬ 
ty that it was too dangerous to 
“undertake narcotics investiga¬ 
tions using a sole investigator 
should funding become available 


to hire an additional police offic¬ 
er.” 

The new Narcotics Task Force 
would investigate drug traffic¬ 
king in Hyattsville, Greenbelt 
and University of Maryland 
where “intelligence shows signi¬ 
ficant drug activity." 

Craze said, “Although this task 
force would not target all nar¬ 
cotics activity in Greenbelt, it 
would allow for a significant a- 
mount of investigation not cur¬ 
rently underway due to resource 
restrictions. It would also get 
us started at minimal cost. 

There are 12 existing State 
and County Task Force units.

FOP Charges New Pension 
Unfairly Reduces Benefits 

by S. R. Cherry 

At its May 13 regular meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council and representatives of the Fraternal Order of 
Police debated whether the city should match police officers’ 
contributions to the deferred compensation plan. Police 
officers are now eligible to join a 25-year retirement plan. 
When council established that plan, it stopped the five- 
percent match of deferred compensation that employees 
under the 30-year Pension Plan receive. Council also 
discussed this issue at a May 20 worksession, at which time 
the councilmembers agreed to extend the five-percent match 
to officers under the new plan, retroactive to July 1, 1990. 
(See separate story.) 

The city staff contended that 
benefits under the new plan have 
been improved. Based on findings 
by the city's actuaries from the 
firm of Milliman and Robertson, 
the Municipal Corporation Law 
Enforcement Officers Pension 
Plan (MCLEO) is generally su¬ 
perior to the current pension 
plan, for officers who stav with 
the force until retirement. 

City Position 

Under MCLEO an officer who 
retires after 25 years will re¬ 
ceive b^ age 72 a pension benefit 
of 81 percent of the total com¬ 
pensation paid. With the Pension 
plan, including a five percent 
deferred compensation match, a 
30-year employee would receive 
a pension equal to 70 percent of 
total compensation, bv age 72. 
the cost of deferred compensation 
under the current plan ; s five 
percent of the employee's salary 
for both the city and the em¬ 
ployee. An employee retiring

50 years old and could have a 
second career for 15 to 20 years, 
noted Councilmember Antoinette 
M Bram. If so the officer could 
receive two pensions plus social 
security. 

FOP Position 

On May 16 The Greenbelt Fra¬ 
ternal Order of Police ran a full 
page ad in this newspaper com¬ 
paring the MCLEO plan to pen¬ 
sion plans in other jurisdictions- 
The FOP focuses on monthly 
payments, rather than the total 
compensation analyzed by the 
city. According to the FOP 
study, Prince Georges County, 
the city of Laurel and Mary¬ 
land's Capital Park Police all 
have pensions plans which are 
superior to the MCLEO plan, 
both in total benefits and in 
years of service required. 

The ad also compared 25-year 
police plan with that offered to 
other city employees, indicating 
non-police employees were also 
receiving a better package, 

Patrick McAndrew, past presi¬ 
dent of the FOP, addressed coun¬ 
cil to defend the ad's findings- He 
noted that the MCLEO pilau 
cuts five years off officers' ca¬ 
reers and that they would re¬ 
ceive less money at the time of 
retirement. 

Another concern voiced by 
current FOP President Christo¬ 
pher Field was that figures for 
MCLEO had been requested from 
staff for months and still had 
not been received. He felt that 
an informed decision could not 
be made without those figures. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld reques¬ 
ted that staff do a comparison 
study of the two plans using var¬ 
ious options. Councilman her 
Joseph Isaacs requested more 
time to consult with the actuar¬ 
ies.
